Policies for the future and plans 
for present year were discussed 
with an agreement for extensive 
repairs to buildings to be carried 
out before the end of the year. 

A meeting of the new vestry 
was called immediately after the 
close of the Parish meeting. It 
was organized as follows: Senior 
Warden, C. Fred Vannier; Junior 
Warden, Dr. Theodore Dunham; 
Clerk of the Vestry, Elmer Pull¬ 
ing; Treasurer, Thomas Meader; 
Vestrymen, Clarence Nosher and 
Carl Pegier; Chairman, the rec¬ 
tor, Dr. Heagerty. 

The vestry also elected as dele¬ 
gates to the Diocesan Convention 
meeting at the Cathedral in Los 
Angeles, January 25th and 26th, 
C. F. Vannier, Dr. Theodore Dun¬ 
ham, C. C. Nosher, Elmer Pulling' 
and Jarvis Barlow, with alter¬ 
nates, Thomas Meader, Carl Peg¬ 
ier, E. A. Davey and Arthur Wil¬ 
son. 


An allocation of about $15,000 
fo- the completion of the paving 
of Grand View avenue is provided 
in a contract forwarded by the 
city council this week for approv¬ 
al by the WPA in Washington. 
The grant has been tentatively 
approved. To it will be added 
about $8,000 of gas tax money 
due from the state. The state 
has indicated its approval of this 
latest project which calls for the 
grading, paving and curbing of 
Grand View avenue from Lima 
street to the city's westerly 
boundary at Michillinda blvd. 

When this project has become 
completed Sierra Madre will have 
a thoroughfare from its east to 
west limits costing upwards of 
$80,000. The bridge over Little 
Santa Anita Wash, a WPA pro¬ 
ject, is included in this estimate. 
All of the money that has been or 
is <to be spent caine either from 
the WPA or from the state In 
the form of gas tax allowances. 

Estimated cost of the bridge 
was $18,385; for the paving of 
Grand View from Mountain Trail 
to Santa Anita avenue, $10,567. 
The section from Mountain Trail 
to Lima street was estimated to 
coat $24,532, and the remaining 
section to be improved somewhat 
over $20,000. 


Working in harmony with the 
youth movement in Sierra Madre 
to provide recreation and profit¬ 
able activity for the boys and 
girls in the city, the Kiwanis 
club board of directors and youth 
committee have approved and will 
sponsor a new Boy Scout troop 
in the city. Arrangements are 
being made for organization of 
the troop which will be non-sec¬ 
tarian. Boys who are over 12 
years of age will be eligible, and ac¬ 
cording to a preliminary survey 
made by the youth activity com¬ 
mittee there are probably 40 boys 
in Sierra Madre who would be in¬ 
terested in this troop. However, 
there will be room for only 24 
boys at the most and it is planned 
to take boys who are definitely 
keen about scout work and who 
are in a somewhat similar age 
group. 

There are many boys in the 
city who belong to the grammar 
school Friendly Indian society— 
a pre-Soout club who will now 
be eligible to join the new troop, 
which will not be sponsored by 
any church group and wiil be 
open to boys o. all creeds. Before 
anything definite is done in this 
oirection, it will be necessary to 
app*V for a charter through the 
Pasadena-San Gabriel Valley 
Council of Boy Scouts. 

The Kiwanis Club Is planning to 
build a cabin in an area near 
the water pumping plant station 
for all Boy Scouts in Sierra 
Madre. 

Other activities planned by Ki- 
wanians for youth of the city in¬ 
clude basketball for boys and 
girls, indoor baseball, a soapbox 
derby and model airplane build¬ 
ing Plans are being made for a 
hobby show for boys and girls to 
be presented later in the spring. 
Dr. R. C. Simpson was appointed 
chairman of the committee to ar¬ 
range this event. The boys and 
girls committee consists of S. E. 
McElfresh, Clarence Huntsinger, 


Sierra Madre grammar school’s 
recently formed ba ketball team 
swung into action in its first 
game January 12 with the South¬ 
western Military Academy.

That war and subversion may 
have their roots close to home, 
that every man and woman no 
matter how humble~-and no mat¬ 
ter either how small the com¬ 
munity in which they live—may 
have a part in the shaping of cur¬ 
rent world affairs, these were but 
two of many phases of the “Town 
Meeting" supper discussion at the 
Wistaria Vine Sunday evening. 
The principal speaker was Mrs. 
Katherine Kilbourne, chief of the 
Los Angeles branch of the State 
Relief Association. And there 
were enough out-of-town visitors 
present to hear her to indicate 
once more that Sierra Madre is 
maintaining its reputation as a 
forum center. 

Mrs. Kilborune pointed out par¬ 
ticularly the importance of ade¬ 
quate State relief in the cure of 
juvenile delinquency and the pro¬ 
motion of youth welfare generally. 
She suggested that both the PTA 
and women’s organizations gen¬ 
erally could and should take a 
more enlightened and a more 
forceful interest in State relief 
than they have thus far shown. 
She protested with considerable 
warmth and also eloquence against 
the proposal to turn State relief 
activities back to the counties. 

As to corrupt political action in 
connection with relief, it would al¬ 
ways be simpler, sae -aid, to purge 
a State organizaton of such sins 
that 58 independent >, aanizations 
in so many counties. - ansier of 
the relief burden to the counties 
would, moreover, increase immod¬ 
erately the already heavy tax-load 
carried by the counties. 

Perley Poore Sheehan, chairman 
of the meeting, tied up tne relief 
discussion with wars past and 
present, by a brief review of their 
economic causes— from the days 
when Moses, as a shining "labor 
leader,” organized the Jews. 

It was, he said, up to each one 
of us to do hi3 or her "possible" 
in the correction of poverty and 
injustice. B’undamentally this was 
the one and the only way to ban¬ 
ish war and eradicate those pres¬ 
ent agitators toward the subver¬ 
sion of democracy.— P. P. 8.

First aid for ailing dark comers 
are the pin-it-up lamps which hang 
on the wall. 

They fill the bill for those places 
where there isn’t room for a floor 
lj.mp or a table with a lamp on it. 
All they ask is a square of wall 
space and a nearby electrical outlet, 
and a lighting problem is neatly 
solved. 

A pin-it-up lamp of the approved 
type has a diffusing glass bowl 
which encloses the globe, similar to 
the scientifically designed modern 
floor and table lamps. This bowl 
“strains” the light of glare and 
sends some of it toward the ceiling 
to assist in general illumination in 
the room. A globe of 100 watts 
should be used in a pin-it-up lamp 
so that the light it furnishes is ade¬ 
quate in quantity. With its attrac¬ 
tive shade, the lamp is a charming 
addition to the furnishings of a 
room. 

Use a pin-it-up lamp over the 
center of the davenport, and it will 
light the entire area. In this way it 
docs the work of two lamps, for two 
table lamps otherwise would be re¬ 
quired, one on either end of the dav¬ 
enport. Use another pin-it-up lamp 
beside the easy chair in the comer 
where there isn’t an inch of extra 
floor space. Use another over the 
bed to provide good reading light. 
Reading in bed is not injurious to 
the eyes if you sit up and have a 
good light. 

A pin-it-up lamp on either side 
of the bedroom mirror may solve 
that lighting problem.

And 
the easiest way to be "crusty” is 
to have both pastry and biscuit 
mixes, stored in the automatic gas 
refrigeraor. With these basic 
mixes on hand, always; there is 
no end to the “crustiness” one 
may attain. 

SERVEL BISCUIT MIX 
8 cupfuls all-purpose flour 
>i cupful double action baking 
powder 

4 itablespoonfuls salt 
1 1 ' 2 cupfuls lard 

Sift flour and measure; sift 
again with the baking powder and 
salt. Cut in the lard until the 
mixture has a fine even crumb. 
Place in a covered container anti 
keep in the Servel gas refrigera¬ 
tor, using as desired. This will 
keep indefinitely and will yield 
five batches with 2 cupfuls of the 
mixture to the batch. It may be 
used for biscuits, dumplings, short¬ 
cakes, muffins, quick coffee cake, 
puddings, quick breads, and doz¬ 
ens of other things. 

SERVEL PASTRY MIX 
6 cupfuls all-purpose flour 
4 teaspoon fuls salt 
2 cupfuls lard (1 lb.) 

Sift flour, measure, and add 
salt. Cut l /2 the fat into the flour 
until a fine crumb is formed (as 
for biscuits). Cut remaining short¬ 
ening into this mixture until the 
crumb is about the size of small 
peas. Cover and place in the auto¬ 
matic refrigerator. Use as de¬ 
sired. 

It will take approximately 2 
cupfuls of this mixture for a 2- 
crust pie. Just add from 2 to 4 
tablespoonfuls of cold water, 
sprinkling It over the pastry mix 
until it just holds in a ball. Press 
together; then roll on lightly 
floured board or canvas. Line pie 
plate (8',4-in.); fill with desired 
filling; adjust top crust, folding 
the upper crust under the lower 
and pressing edges together verf 
firmly. Bake in a hot gas oven 
(425 F.) for 35 to 40 minutes. 
And did you know: Pastry shells, 
properly made, will not shrink 
while baking if allowed to stand 
for 15 minutes before being fitted 
into the pan? Just roll the pastry 
to desired thickness and place it 
in the pan; leave it alone for the 
15 minutes; then fit it into the 
pan, pressing it in firmly; prick 
the shell and bake in a hot gas 
oven (450° F.) 12 to 15 minutes
